Friday, arrived a mail from Hamburgh. © I¢ brings 
the moft agonizing ‘accounts’ refpecting the fanfminacy 
progrefs of the French army in Switzerland. Befides 
other places, they have now actually taken poffeffion of 
Bere, Soleure, and Fribourg. 

The French colauma which paffed through Thierftein 
found, confiderable treafure which had been fecreted 
ftom the Bifhopric of Bafleand the convent at Stein. 
The peafantry of Soleure have fled by hundreds into 
Bafle. 

Private letters fay, that in the above mentioned affair 
with the Bernefe troops, goo of them were drowned 
near the bridge of Niddau, and 600 killed.——This bridge 
was guarded by a picket of Swifs peafantry, very rudely 
armed; a body of French huffars were ordered to dif- 
lodge them, but failing in the attempt, the riding artil- 
lery was brought up, which levelled all before it. 

Upon the whole, thé Swifs fought with great refolu- 
tion, but they wanted both difcipline and experienced 
officers: —The town of Buren, upon the river Aar, it 
is faid, had entered into.a convention to furrender to 
the French ; in confequence of this agreement their 
troops entered the place, but were not only fired upon 
from the houfes, but alfo from a mafked battery, by 
which 150 of the French legion were killed on the fpot. 
This conduét met with the moft terrible vengeance, the 
French troops killed all they met, and afterwards laid 
the town in afhes———an example, they fay, which 
will have a good effect upon the Canton of Zurich, and 
confiderably facilitate the introduétion of general liber- 
ty and equality! ! 

Mr Perry, the proprietor of the Morning Chro- 
nicle, and Mr Lamsert, the printer, have been com- 
‘mitted to Newgate, for three months, and fined in sol.
